ranus ? ee 

An{w. The Ebjionites held Jefus to be born of Fofeph 
and Mary, and bue a Man; and that the Law was ffill 
to. be obferv’d after the Fewifh Manner. 

The Helcefaits difallowed fome of both the old and 
new Teftament, and approved other parts of it; did 
not own St. Paul asan Apoitle ; thought it an indifferent 
hing if in Perfecution they denied the Faith in words, 
if they bue perfifted faichiul in their hearts ; they re- 
ceived a certain Book, which, they fay, came down 
trom Heaven, and that whoto heard and believed the 
Doétrines contained in it, fhou'd gain another kind 
ef Remiffion of Sins than what was purchafed by Je- 
{us Chrift. 

The Chiliaffs, whofe greateft Champion was one Ne- 
pos, taught, that the promifes of the Almighty made 
unto holy Men, in the facred Writ, were to be un- 
derftood atter the Fewifh Manner; and held that after 
the Refurrectior, they fhould lead a Life here on Earth 
[i corporeal plesiures for roco years, which they main- 
rained from the Revela.ions of St. Fobn. 

Corint.ns, Who was the Founder of a Se& that bore 
his Name, pretended tha. "twas revealed to him by An- 
gels, that the Kingdom of Chrift after the Refurredction 
fhou'd become terrettial, that there fhou’d be the term of a 
Millinary Festt allotted for Marriage : To which he added 
Holy Days, Oblations, and Slaughter for Sacrifices, 

Nicholas, from whom the Niebolaites had their name, 
wasa Deacon, who becaule he was acculed of Jealou- 
fie, to clear himfelt brought forth his Wife, and per- 
initted whofoever wou'd to marry her, yet lived chaft- 
ly himfelt, admitting no Embraces but thole of his 
own Wite, but his followers allowed of all fornication. 

Tatianus was the tilt of the Engratites, ( or conti- 
nent perions ) he held that Marriage was to be ab- 
horred, commanded abftinence from living Creatures, 
and denied that the firft Man was faved; which He- 
vefie atterwards one Severus revived, and from him 
they were called Severiani. 

Novatus affirmed that there was no forgivenels to 
thole that fail in perfecution, and called his follow. 


ers Purisans. * : 
Paulus Samofatenzs believed our Saviour to be but 


ameer Man, like unto us by Nature. 

Simon Magus is faid to have been the firft Intro- 
ducer of all Herefies into the Chriftian Church, his 
Piéture was fet up upon the Tibris with this intcrip- 
tion, Simoni deo fano. : 

Menander wasa Dilciple of Simon Mugus’s, and cal- 
led himfelf a Saviour fene down from above for the 
Salvation of Mankind; that none was able to fubdue 
this world by his Magical Experience, and by the 
Saptifm received of him. And chat fuch as accepted 
thete things, gained immortality in this life, and re- 
mained for ever without wrinkled old Age. 

Agvigps. Cajicr fays Barfitides wrote twenty four 
Books upon the Gofpel, feigning uoto himfelf Pro- 
phets, whom he called Barcabus avd Barcbop, and others 
never before heard of; inventing the Barbarous Names 
to amaze the hearers. He taught that things offered 
to Idols might be eaten; that in time of Perfecution 
the Faith with Perjury may be renounced, command- 
ing filence as Pythagoruts did for the {pace of five years. 

Montanus was born ia a Village, and whileft but a 
young Convert he grew proud, and pretended to Pro- 
Phecy, being bereft of his Wics; he was much cry- 


ed up and followed, perfons beleiving him full of 
che Holy Ghoft. Ac the fame time alfo arole twe 
Women named, Pri{cilla and Maximilia, poflefied with 
evil Spirits, who {pake foolith and fantaftical things, 
much as he had done, confirming his Do@trine; Maxi. 
milla prophecy’d of Wars that thould foon enfue, bar 
the Event proved her a falie Propherels. Momtanus taught 
breach of Wedlock, prefcribed Laws of Fafting, or- 
dained Toll-gatherers, and many the like things.

An{w. The Terms of that National Covenant that 
God made with the Fews confifted of thefe three forts 
of Precepts, Moral, Ecclefiaftical and Political ; which 
the Fews will have underftood by thote three words 
fo often mentioned by Mofes; Laws, Statutes and Judg- 
ments. By Laws they underftood the Moral Law, the 
Notices of Good and Evil naturally implanted in Mens 
minds. By Statutes Ceremonial Precepts initituted by 
God, wich peculiar reference to his Church: And by 
Judgments political Laws concerning Juftice and Equi- 
ty, the order of humane Societies, and the prudent 
and peaceable Managery of the Common.wealth. 

The Sacraments of the Fews-were two, Circumcig- 
on and the Pafchal Supper. Circumceifion was the toe- 
dera] right annexed by God asa Seal tothe Covenant 
which he mae with abraham and his Pofterity, and 
according renewed and taken into the Mofaical Con- 
ftirutions, in the Room of which Baptifm fucceeds in 
the Chriflian Church. The Pafflover ( which was eat- 
Ing the Paichal Lamb ) was inftitured by a yearly 
Memorial of their Deliverance trom Egyptian Slavery ; 
and as a Typical reprefentation of our Redemption by 
Chrift from the Bondage of Sin, and Hell that fol- 
lows it. The door pofts of the Houfe were to be 
— with the Blood of the Lamb, to fhow our 
ecurity trem divine vengeance, by the blood of {prink- 
ling. The Lamb was co be roafted and eacen whole, 
to prefigure the great fufferings of our Bleffed Savfour ; 
who was to pafs thro’ the fire of divine wrath, and be 
wholly embraced by us in al! his Offices of King, Prieft, 
and Prophet. None but thole that were clean cou'd 
eat, to fhew that Holy Men only can be made par- 
takers of the Merits and Death of Chrift; cto be ear- 
en ftanding with a Raff in their hands, to put them 
in mind what haft they made out of the Houfe’ of 
Bondage ; and what prefent diligence we fhou'd ule 
to get free from the power of Sin and Satan. To 
be eaten with bitter herbs, as a Memoria} of che. bir- 
ter fervice they underwent in Egypt, and as a Type 
of that repentance and bearing the Crois ( duties dif- 
ficule and unpleaiant ) which all true Chriftians muff 
undergo. Laftly, co be eaten with unleavened bread 
( their Houles being then perfeétly purged from Leaven 2 
to reprefent what infinite care we fhou'd take co cleanfe 
and purifie our hearts, that, fince Chrift our paflover 
is facrificed for us therefore we fhou'd keep the 
Feaft {the Commemoration of his Death ) Not with 
the old Leaven of Malice and Wickedoels, but with 
the unleavened bread of fincerity and Truth. 

The ftated times of their Worthip were either daily, 
weekly, monthly or yearly. Daily, the time of Eve- | 
ning ‘and Morning Sacrifice ; Weekly, the Sabbath to
